President de Gaulle seems to hava 
coaxed West Germany into sharing, 
even if tentatively, some of his spe- 
. -cial dream for Europe. After two 
days of talks, West German Chan,: 
cellor Kiesinger agreed to the. set- 
ting up of a joint commission to dis- 
cuss political and security problems 
the two countries may face In the 
decade ahead. 

This Is" just one way of intimating 
to Washington that these matters 
can be discussed outside NATO's 
orbit and without consultation with 
the United States. To malce the snub 
more obvious. President do Gaulle 
not the idea for this step toward 
"European understanding" from the 
Soviet Union. 

The Interesting point Is not what 
might bo accomplished but that 
Chancellor Kiesinger was willing to 
go ahead. It is an indication of a 
changed West German attitude since 
JCIesinger succeeded Erhard as Chan- , 
. cellor seven months ago. 

President de Gaulle wants to see 
Europe q third power bloc. And it 
is obvious ho wants to see France re- 
glorified in the role" of first among the 
equals In this European bloc. 

The thought is intoxicating, for that 
would make France arbiter of the na- 
tions, the benign and condescending 
dispenser of wisdom, to which even 
■ the United States would have to de- 
fer. . 



Admitting that things are different 
in Europe and that the 20 years since 
the war have wrought economic and 
political changes, nonetheless this Do 
Gaullo dream is made of cardboard. 

Nor is it remarkable that- the So- 
viet Union should treat this elderly 
buffoon with respect ot\d humor hitn; 
that Premier Kosygin drops in on 
him on his journeys to and from the 
United Nations. After all, is not De 
■Gaulle dedicated to getting the U.S. 
out of Europe and worltlng endlessly 
to that end? 

This has long been the Soviet Up- 
ion's aim, so it Is not surprising that 
De Gaulla is consulted and encour- 
aged. 

- Do Gaulle wants to put the cloeic 
back to 18l"5, .to the Congress of Vien- 
na and the Concert of Europe with, 
of course, Franca conducting the con- 
cert this time. 

It i5 an. Idle dreain- And the Soviet 
Union knows It well enough. Under 
Europe's facade of prosperity are the 
wreckage of old wars, big populations 
and raw material deficiencies. Po- 
tentially it Is more of a power vacu- 
um than a power bloc. 

This would become apparent if the 
U.S. withdrew entirely from the con? 
tinent. 

The Soviet Union knows this. too. 
The rest is fantasy.

"■■'MOSCOW, Idaho (AP)-Morc 
emphasis is fieedcd on vocQtlon- 
al training and in ciirHcular 
areas pertaining to every day 
living In tho Pocatello" and Ida- 
ho Falls iffea high schools, ac< 
cording to a recently completed 
Kurvey of former students.

Q. How far docs my margin 
account have lo fall before my 
broker notifies mo that I am 
low? Must ho notify me that I 
am" low on margin before he 
sells me out? Can an over-the- 
counter stock selling ' between 
SI and S3 a share bo used in 
a margin account? 

A. Tho rules call for 25 pei 
cent "mointenance of margin' 
In listed stocks. That's a fast 
answer to all your questions. 
Now, some- detailed explana- 
tions, . 

When you buy stocks on mar- 
gin, VQu put up only part of the 
purchase price — borrowing the 
rest through your broker. Un- 
der the present margin require- 
ments (set by the Federal Re- 
serve Board) you must put up 
cash or collateral with a loan 
value of 70 per cent ot the price 
on new purchases. 

Say, for Instance, that you buy 
100 shares of XYZ common 
stock at $100 a share— a pur- 
chase price of SIO.OOO. You can 
buy on. margin by putting up 
57,000. You owe the brdRer 
$3,000. Your equity in the mar- 
gin account is 70 per cent. 

Now, say that OTZ's market 
price takes a tumble — to S50 
a .^Jiare. The total value of (he 
100 shares is now $5,000. You 
still owe the broker $3,000. Your 
equity in tira account is'$2,0OO— 
40 per cent of the total. 

Let's make the story even 
sadder by saying .that XYZ 
falls to $40 a share. That $3,000 
debt to the broker remains un- 
changed, your equity In the $4,. 
000 value is now $1,000 — 25 per 
cent. 

That's as low as it can possl- 
bly can get. At this point, you

HiJ is required lo do 
so., under tho requirements of 
the New York Stock Exchange: 
You must keep your equity in 
the account no lower than 25 per 
cent by tho rules of the stock 
exchange. 

In practice, niany brokerage 
firms have "house rules" re- 
quiring customers to maintain 
a margin of 30 percent or more. 
And most .firms siart notifying 
.customers long before the cqui- 
tyiln' margin accounts gets near 
that danger Ievci,__ 

A broker is required to at- 
tempt to notify a customer be- 
fore selling out a margin ac- 
count. This, too, is a stock ex- 
change regulation^But- the 
method of notification Is 
spelled out. 

Finally, over - the - counter 
stocks (those not liistcd.on reg- 
istered slock exchanges) can- 
not be used In a margin ac- 
count. And some brokerage 
firms won't allow customers to 
put any low-priced stocks (such 
as those selling for $10 or less) 
in a margin account. 

Look, margin Is basically m 
speculator's device. And whbn 
you fry it with Jl and 53 cats 
and dogs, you're really search- 
ing ■-for trouble. 

1 have always been skep- 
tical about Investing, even 
though stories about the slock 
market do interest me. I would 
deeply appreciate a practical 
story concerning my own expe- 
rience — one 1 am sum many 
could Identify with. 

In 1965 I received an $800 In- 
surance payment and thought 
about Investing it. Some friends 
sugcesled Twaco stocJc and I 
read a favorable article about 
It, I didn't buy it. But If I had, 
what would my $800 be worth 
now? 

A. That would depend exact- 
ly on when you made your In- 
vestment. Texaco traded as high 
as 187,50 and as lo\y bs $72,50 
a share In 1905. With Its recent 
price a shade above ,.$70, you 
could be cither ahead or behind 
on that "Investment." . 

Meanwhile, you would have 
been . cDjlccting divldcjids. The 
dividends paid on each share of 
Texaco stock amounted to $2,45 
in ISGS and $2.50 in 19Q6.. They 
are expected to be At least S2,GQ 
this year. 

This is neither a tout nor a rap 
or Texaco, or any other Indi- 
vidual stock. Merc's the big 
point: When you own common 
stock in a company whose prof- 
tis lire increasing, you can look 
forivard to gradually Increasing 
:lLvidpnd payments, 

'llml's n major reason why 
pcnplc buy good .floclis and hold 
oiilfi ihcm. They don't worry 
abnut ihe ups and downs 
pricns In Iho market.
